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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Benton: 


I herewith present my fourth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 


During the year 1932-1933 the enrollment at the 
Benton Street School was 32. Two of this number 
were non-residents for whom tuition was received. In 
addition to those in the town school, the district paid 
tuition for 3 elementary and 3 high school pupils who 
attended schools in other towns. The per cent of 
attendanice was 91.45; cases of tardiness, 58; school 
visits by board members, 2; by superintendent, 26; 
by citizens, 10. In April, after three years of suc- 
cessful teaching, Mrs. Ruby C. Beecher resigned, and 
Miss Edna Holmes of Gorham came to take her place. 


This year the enrollment has been 37. The teach- 
er is Miss Edna Holmes. The moving away of a 
number of children has kept the actual number at 
any one time small enough jso there has always been 
room for all in attendance. It is very desirable to 
continue to qualify for state aid and to have state 
funds available for unexpected expenses. This has 


happened this year when several hundred dollars more 
transportation than was anticipated was called for.
